Six Member* ot a Sclratlfle Tarty Slala by 


Xatlrn of th« Solomon I.L»«J«. 


San Francisco. Oct. S3.—News of the 


massacre of part of an Austrian scien- 
tific party on the island of Guadalcanar, 
In the Solomon group, reached this city 
Ihursday by the steamer 
MonowaL 


Tbe party left Sydney to cruise about 
and visit the Solomon islands In scien- 
tific research in the Austrian man-of- 
war Albatross. They had visited all 
the Isles except Guadalcanar, on which 
there Is a mountain called the lion's 
Head. The party wanted to reach the 
summit and hired native guides. They 
started for the summit on the Sth of 
August. In the party were Baron Foal- 
Ion von Norbeck, Lieut.BudiV, Midship- 
man deBeaufort.20 sailors.another mid- 
shipman, thi baron and two servants 
and two native guides. After two days* 
msrch one of the midshipmen and seven 
sailors returned, as they became too 
fatigued to proceed farther. 


The day after they left the camp 


the baron, Lieut, BndiV, seven sailors 
and two servants started up the moun- 
tain. Several bushmen met on the way 
joined the expedition, but as they were 
without srms co particular attention 
was paid to them. The baron was in the 
lead all the way, and as he Beared the 
top of the mountain a bushman. who 
appeared to be a chief, was seen by 
the party. As he appeared two shots 
were fired lower down the mountain 
from the direction of the camp.

-feet tucocss. An extended trial trip 
had demonstrated that the vertica 


wa* capable ot raising th

Sup to a height far beyond that of th 
lighest mountains en the earth, whil 
the horizontal profiler could easil 
irlve it ahe-a J at a >peed of SCO miles an 
kocr. It answered U»e htlra more readi- 
ly than any ves.-ei that ever rode the 
wavet, and its course could be deflected 
•op or do^n with equal readings. In 
fact, I at last had ready to ray hand the 
zieans of accomplishing my great pro- 
ject. On the evening of the third day 
Jiter the trial trip.

After corrections for semi-di- 
ameter, dip, parallax and refraction, 
1 computed the sun's altitude, and from 
It, bv an Indirect method sometimes 
used'by navigators, I determined our 
longitude to be 9J degrees 22 tninutea 
west, which proved that we had gon« 
eastward of a trne northerly course. 
Having thus fixed the meridian and 
the local time I proceeded to take the 
latitude, which 1 found to be 69 degree* 
«S minutes, or only IS minutes or * 
little over 20 miles from the pole. My 
only course now was to pass over this 
intervening distance by dead reckon- 
ing, dependent upon the rpecd of thl 
vessel.

ica. The revolution began at the lat- 
ter, and ended at Yorktown with tie 
•urrenderofCornwallis. Nearthestatue 
commemorating that erect are the 
traces of confederate fortifications, and 
en this field the confederate soldiers 
daily drilled until the town was cap- 
tured by the union forces in Msy, 1S6S.

followers, and after several day** Bght- 
Icg was vanquished. He escaped to 
a point on the bay opposite Norfolk. 
where. It is believed, he was poisoned. 
Some of bis followers were hinged In 
chains at the crossroads, which was the 
barbarous custom In those days. This, 
together with Bacon's resistance to op- 
pression, planted the seeds which 
ripened into revolution. 


Jamestown was the theater of war, 


until the governor ol the colony, with- 
out any authority, removed head- 
quarters to Williamsburg, then known 
as the "Middle Plantation." The other 
two were Yorktown and Jamestown. 
Old Fowhatan. father ol Pocabontaf, 
known in song and story, had his head 
quarters at what Is now known aa 
\Yhite Oak swamp, where was 
one of the bloodiest battles of the civil 
war. Here his tribe were securely en- 
trenched on a little neck ol land, ap- 
proached only through a morass. He 
also commanded the 
Chiekahomtny 


tribe, which gave the name to tha 
river which maiked the line of defense 
of the confederate army, and on whose 
banks another battle was fought. Fow- 
hatan's tribe met the colonists with 
arrows on their arrival and frequently 
attacked tliem afterward!. 


Capt. Smith, who was governor of ths 


colony. In order to keep down dissen- 
»!on among the colonists, many 
of 


whom wanted to go home, devised a 
r»id by way of diversion. \Yithabout 
a dozen men he went up the Chicka- 
hominy. A few were killed, and Capt. 
Smith and a few others were captured. 
According to legend, Pocahontas cams 
to the rescne by putting her htad on 
the block. Smith's life was saved, but 
they did cot "live happily ever after- 
wards."

"Your story of MaJ. Carroll's scoop 


was Interesting," says Tom Uivins. -but 
I can tell you of another scoop which 
caused a great sensa'tion on Newspaper 


iw. 
"You remember Herbert Preston, who 


represented the New York Herald In 
Washington for so many years. 
It 


takes a good man to endure all of 
James Gordon Dennett's muods and 
tenses, but Preston was a mild man- 
nered gentleman, and he maintained 
his connection with the Herald longer 
than any of his predecessors bad done. 


"I happened, however, that a new 


managing editor was installed In New 
York who unceremoniously removed 
Preston and appointed another in his 
place. Of course you know that every 
newspaper man has enemies in his own 
profession, and there were plenty of f el- 
Iowa to stick their tongues in their 
cheeks, and crow over Preston's down- 
fall. 


"But Preston never said a word. He

Kaids « err made 
every three months, until the Indians 
were nearly all killed, the few remain- 
irg becoming slaves to the planters- 
There is yet, however, on a narrow strip 
of land, near the historic White house, 
where Washington was married, and 
where McCIellan burned millions'worth 
of property in his fright—a remnant of 
the "Pamounley" tribe—the o-jly In- 
dians of the peninsula. They cultivate 
"Indian corn," the same variety which 
the colonists found on their arrival, and 
which grew, so luxuriantly in little 
patches along the banks of tbe rivers 
and streams. 


At historic and quaint old VTHliams- 


burg, where the revolution began, and 
where the firit blood of that war was 
shed, and where -Eicon's rebellion" 
was hatched a century 
before, are 


traces of "Fort Magruder" and other 
defenses of the village. The-battle of 
Williamsbnrg" was fought on May 6, 
1S62. There was a hot skirmish on the 
previous afternoon, Sunday. 
On the 


6th of May, 1776, the convention at 
VTilliamsburg declared in favor of sep- 
aration from Great Britain, and in- 
structed her delegates to the general 
congress to so declare. In the follow- 
ing month, Jefferson and George Masoa 
drafted a bill of rights and a constitu- 
tion for the state, which became sub- 
stantially our Declaration of Independ- 
ence and constitution. In a few days 
some young men were killed by -trap 
guns" while attempting to move powder 
from the magazine, which xvas near th» 
present William and Mary college. In- 


I 
stead of placing sentinels to guard the 
magazine the governor had "trap guns" 
arranged. This was the first blood of 
the revolution, and It hastened 
the 


events that were to follow. The gov- 
ernor took to the woods of Gloucester.

had two copies sent to me. 


"1 was representing the

Democrat and the way old Joe McCuI- 
lough fired hot telegrams into th* 
Washington office made my hair sizzle. 
The old man wanted to know, you 
know, why his paper had not received 
the news. I hadn't time nor ability to 
run down that *tory at once, so I re- 
wrote the facts contained in Preston's 
little paper, and telegraphed the story 
that night. 
In the meantime, the 


managers of other 
papers were fir- 


ing telegrams Into Washington, and 
burning up their correspondents for 
getting scooped on the greatest sensa- 
tional news item of ths year. 
The 


managing editor of the New York Her- 
ald roasted his new correspondent, and 
finally asked for the name of the cor- 
respondent of the obscure Baltimore 
paper, which had printed the story. 
The Herald man replied to his manag- 
ing editor that he did not know. Thrn 
the managing editor of the Herald tele- 
graphed the Baltimore paper for the

At that time Rivins was one of the 


most successful and energetic news- 
gatherers in the national capital." No 
newspaper man could beat him on any 
class of work. Hence his praise of ll>r- 
bert Pre&ton is praise Indeed.

This maneuvericg continued 
for nearly a year, with occasional small 
battles to dispel tbe monotony, until 
McCIellan's grand march toward Rich- 
mond, 100.0O) strong. Then, without 
any defense, Norfolk wu abandoned 
and partly burned by the confederates, 
with as little reason as the previous ac- 
tion of the federals. After the battles 
of MTilliamsburg and Yorktown. where 
the revolution began acd ended, the 
confederates retired to the line of de- 
fense of old Powbatan—the Chicka- 
hominy. And McClellaa made his base 
at West Point, the headquarters of the 
queen of the Pamounkey tribe, and 
their last retreat. The citizens, who 
were "between two fires," fared badly 
all the time. Whether the federals ad- 
vanced or the confederates retreated, 
acd the reverse, requisitions were made 
upon them for provisions—especially 
poultry and hogs. *As many aa could 
loaded op their possessions. Including 
slaves, and left for a less distracted and 
torn up country. 


Visiting the*e battle CcM«, one-third 


ot a century afterwards, the terrible 
scenes of those days arise before me ai 
a horrible dream. I recall the hun- 
dreds of dead and dying that 1 saw 
upon the field—men who fought for 
glory's and country's sake. Acd here 


eat was Herbert Preston. 


•That telegram must have paralyzed 


the managing editor. 
By removing 


Preston, he had deprived the Herald of 
the belt news item of a generation. But 
he had sense.

Bivins went to the white house and

So when Dr. I Hiss came 
out of the white house that evening 
IJivins came out behind him and asked 
him for a ride. Dr. llliss said all right, 
and liivir.s got into the buggy with 
him. He talked to Bliss about his differ- 
ent patients, asking all about their con- 
ditions, and so forth. liivins knew ail 
of them and was interested in them. 


yinally. after several patients had 


been visited acd they were comicg 
down the avenue. Ilivins asked about 
Garneld. He caught the doctor exactly 
in the right mood. He told Ilivins that 
Garfield could not possibly recover, and 
gave the reasons for issuing favorable 
bulletins.
